Either 
the selection was most judicious or Helen Morley was 
a genius at recording what went on around her—prob- 
ably she was a very sharp observer and also had a good 
editor. 


One fact that makes this book a delight to read is that 
the individual entries are short and yet significant. 
Except for an occasional word or phrase which seems 
to smack of too much sophistication, the language is 
simple and the narrative style is direct; but the presen- 
tation is not entirely artless: there are little introduc- 
tions which awaken interest in a forthcoming anecdote 
and there is a shrewd sense of ending at precisely the 
right place. Each entry offers a new bit of knowledge 
about the people or customs of Diamantina, or illus- 
trates the character of some member of the Morley 
family, or relates something of the history of the clan. 
And through all the individual writings the character 
of the writer emerges as she tells her reactions to people 
and events; despite the uninhibited expression of adoles- 
cent selfishness, it is obvious that Helena was a likable 
girl. 


Diamantina’s easy familiarity with vermin may astonish 
urban North Americans, but the town accepted an 
unpleasant but not easily remediable condition. Helena 
and her family were accustomed to clean surroundings 
but they sometimes found that their neighbors and 
people whom they visited were a little bit less than 
finical. 


The translator of this diary is to a very slight degree 
out of sympathy with its subject; statements which in- 
dicate Helena’s adolescent and whimsical skepticisms 
or her lack of religious training seem to Miss Bishop 
to manifest “eighteenth-century rationalism.” And at 
least as editor, if not as translator, Miss Bishop is re- 
sponsible for the insertion of Ash Wednesday into 
Holy Week. Generally speaking, however, the trans- 
lation is admirable; it gives the directness and the fresh- 
ness that the original must have had.

Fast, Howard The Naked God 
Praeger. Nov. 21,1957. 197p. $3.50. 


In March, 1956, Nikita Krushchev read a “secret re- 
port” to the Twentieth Congress of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union. The report, which did not 
long remain secret, was a dreadful document which 
catalogued an impressive list of crimes committed over 
the previous thirty years by the Party’s leaders in Russia: 
a ghastly recital of perversion, bestiality, torture, and 
murder. In effect the report was an admission that the 
so-called “slanders” which the Soviets had been so 
busily denying over the years were only too true. To 
the American communist Howard Fast — long-time 
Party idol, winner of the Stalin Peace Prize, and author 
of best-selling novels—the report came as crushing con- 
firmation of what he had long believed to be true; and, 
after publicly attacking the report on several occasions, 
he formally severed his connections with the Com- 
munist Party on February 1, 1957. The Naked God is 
his apologia: the story of his reasons for joining the 
Party; the account of his fourteen years of membership 
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in it; and the detailed reasoning which culminated jp 
his final break with it. 


Fast was first attracted to Communism in the years fo}. 
lowing the great depression of 1929. His tale is not 
unique. Thrown out into the jungles of an urban slum 
as a mere child, working full-time at the age of eleven 
he saw all about him the grim reminders of a depression 
era: the apple-sellers on the corners, the bread lines, 
the “bums” riding the rods. Deprived of an extended 
formal education, he “discovered” books and finally 
came to George Bernard Shaw’s writings on socialism, 
He became a convert to Marxist socialism as a result of 
his reading; and with the rise of Fascism his conversion 
was completed, as he saw in the Communist Party the 
only effective anti-fascist force at work in the world, 


Concentrating for a number of years on his career as 
successful novelist, Fast did not, despite his continued 
belief in Marxism as a cure for the world’s ills, actually 
become a member of the Communist Party until 1943, 
and disillusion was not long delayed. With all the 
confused liberal’s vagueness, he had worked out for 
himself certain beliefs in the brotherhood of Man, the 
freedom of the individual, and idealized abstractions in- 
volving justice and freedom—all of them to be brought 
into the world of reality through the medium of the 
Communist Party. He was shortly to discover, how- 
ever, that Party professions and Party practice were 
poles apart. His freedom as creative artist was soon 
challenged, as it was made quite clear to him that 
artistic integrity was of less importance than the “party 
line.” The party of the people proved to be ruled by a 
beaurocracy, unintelligent, unimaginative, and based on 
unyielding and unquestioning obedience. And there 
were even more disheartening experiences to follow. 
Strange and disquieting reports began to filter through 
from Russia and other countries behind the Iron Cur 
tain: reports which told of vicious anti-Semitism on the 
part of Soviet authorities; reports which noted imprison- 
ment, torture and death for certain Soviet novelists and 
poets; and reports which only too clearly indicated that 
Communist Party chiefs in Russia were engaged in fur- 
thering a reign of terror unparalleled in history. 


Fast heard these reports and believed; yet he remained 
in the Party! Why? we may well ask ourselves. Howard 
Fast asks the same question of himself, incidentally, 
and then fails to answer it satisfactorily. Then came 
the Khrushchev report, and Fast was finally convinced. 
Again, a question is in order. Why did he delay his 
resignation from the Party for the better part of a year! 
And again, his attempted answer is unconvincing. 


This is an agry book, written by a man who quite sin- 
cerely believes that he has been betrayed. It is, at the 
same time, a tragic book because Howard Fast is as 
firmly convinced of the necessity of socialism as he ever 
was. His break is with the Communist Party, not with 
Communism. Carelessly written and printed, The 
Naked God abounds in poorly constructed sentences 
and awkward phrasing; and there are obvious misprints 
on several pages. If one is to be perfectly fair to the 
author, however, one must note that as an account of 


‘the workings of the Communist Party in the United 


States, as seen by a sentitive insider, the book is of in- 
estimable value. Particularly well done are the de 
scriptions of the structure of the Party’s organization in 
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this country, and those passages which detail the agonies 
of a creative artist attempting to work within the rigid 
framework of Party discipline. An inevitable com- 
parison with Douglas Hyde’s I Believed, however, leads 
to an unqualified verdict in favor of the Englishman’s 
work—it is far superior in every way. 


The book is recommended to adult readers who are 
discriminating enough to see through Fast’s attempted 
distinction between the Communist Party and Marxist 
communism.

Alexander, Sidney Michelangelo the Florentine 
Random House. Nov. 4, 1957. 464p. $4.95. 

The art of happily combining history, biography, and 
fiction is indeed a most delicate one. What one hopes 
to come up with is, generally, historical fiction or fic- 
tionalized biography. What one actually does come up 
with is, generally, something subtly different from this, 
and in Michelangelo the Florentine Sidney Alexander 
comes up with fictionalized history, and that is mildly 
disturbing. 


The title is rather deceptive. In a sense, this is by no 
means anything like the story of Michelangelo. Alex- 
ander is more preoccupied with the machinations and 
intrigues of the various factions that orbited about the 
Papal court, with the political and romantic escapades 
of those satellites, than he is with the story of Michel- 
angelo. To set Michelangelo against his times in a more 
dramatic manner, Alexander brings the character of 
Andrea into the story, so that through the eyes of a 
Florentine Jew there will be a new light cast upon the 
whole of the Renaissance. Happily, or unhappily, 
Andrea seems reluctant to let go, once he gets the bit 
between his teeth, and he seems to run away with the 
novel. 


I feel that this may be all to the good. There is, in the 
novel, a tremendous exercise in the sheer virtuosity 
of name dropping among the greats and near greats of 
Renaissance art and philosophy; but, somehow, there 
is no real conviction that the names were particularly 
significant in the life of Michelangelo. Yet the book 
seems worth reading. Seldom will one move through 
the pages of any novel and meet the array of old greats 
that one meets here. The whole pack may be un- 
necessary in any well-constructed novel—which this is 
not, by the way—but there is a fantastic feeling of that 
old “remembrance of things past” when one comes 
upon a Jewish philosopher poring over Moses Ben 
Maimon Ben Joseph—called Maimonides—and Boe- 
thius, the strange old half-Hindu Platonist. 


This is a volume one of a proposed long fictional cover- 
age of the life of Michelangelo. When the whole set 
is finished there will be the makings of a complete 
novel in it, Iam sure. This is a very fascinating begin- 
ning. I would recommend it to adult readers, but I 
am tortured with fear that it might read better if you 
had the complete novel to work on. There is only the 
beginning and half of a middle in this one. Otherwise 
it is fine. And however authentic it may be, there is 
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at least one clear viewpoint of the whole Renaissance 
period, and that is refreshing in historical fiction.

Foley, Martha (Editor) 
The Best American Short Stories 1957 
Houghton, Mifflin. Nov. 14,1957. 345p. $4.00. 


A hasty scanning of Miss Foley’s collection of best short 
stories written by Americans during the past year would 
lead the average reader to believe that we Americans 
are a troubled, moody, tragic people. However, a thor- 
ough reading of each story reveals ample expressions of 
optimism, hope, warmth and compassion by some of 
the authors, and one realizes that Miss Foley has care- 
fully chosen these twenty stories to represent a wide 
variety of talented authors —some established, some 
new. 


Among the twenty stories are some which have won 
previous awards, Flannery O’Connor’s “Greenleaf,” 
Wyatt Blassingame’s “Man’s Courage,” and John Lang- 
don’s “The Blue Serge Suit” having been included in 
the O. Henry prize stories; the last story also won the 
Paris Review short-story contest. Miss O’Connor’s piece 
deals with a Southern woman’s nagging fight against 
economic and social pressures, in which she ironically 
defeats herself. Mr. Blassingame’s story is one of ten- 
sion between two Army men, one a colored Lieutenant 
and the other a white private, which situation is des- 
tined to end tragically until the Negro resolves the 
problem in his own way. Mr. Langdon’s “The Blue 
Serge Suit” is a simple, heartwarming, yet sad story, 
written so cleverly that it is never oversentimental nor 
maudlin. 


Several stories probe into the problems confronting 
women and adolescent girls. Among them, “I Stand 
Here Ironing” by Tillie Olsen is a poignant account of 
a mother who has been disturbed by a puzzling note 
from a school teacher who writes that her oldest child 
“needs help.” As she stands at the ironing board, the 
mother thoughtfully retraces her daughter’s difficult 
childhood, and suddenly is reassured by the realization 
that her daughter will “fiind her way.” 

John Campbell Smith’s “Run, Run Away, Brother” in- 
dicates the thoughts of a man on his dead younger 
brother, killed in the War. His memories are filled 
with guilt, recrimination and justification for their rela- 
tionship as children and young men. This is one of a 
group of stories dealing with men and boys and among 
which are included several reflecting the authors’ ex- 
periences in the Armed Services. 

The Negro and the relationship of colored and white 
people provide themes for another group of stories. 
Thomas Mabry’s “Lula Borrow” is a very long story of 
a boy raised in a comfortable Southern home and his 
relationship with his colored nurse and servant, a 
woman not too much older than he. Although she 
loves the boy with a fierce maternal love, he can never 
define his feeling for her. Only when Lula dies and 
her spirit is released from the queer little body and 
illiterate mind, does he, now an adult, realize that she 
is no longer locked away from him, and he can love her 
without reservation. 
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Two stories relating to the same theme, “death,” are 
superior and cleverly written, although very different. 
In Walter Clemons’ “The Dark Roots of the Rose,” he 
gives us an old-fashioned chronicle of murder and its 
effect on a group of people. On the other hand, Evan 
S. Connell, Jr., in “Arcturus,” has written an excellent 
story of impending death. While death itself is never 
mentioned, it is strongly indicated in the detached al- 
most unworldly atmosphere which the author achieves 
in the story. 

Finally, there are a group of symbolical or fantastical 
stories which may baffle the reader upon first reading, 
and which should be read several times. Obviously, 
many of the young authors are experimenting, and 
while a clever editor (Miss Foley) may readily under- 
stand the meaning or message which these authors are 
trying to convey, the average reader may very well be 


confused.

Tracy, Don On the Midnight Tide 
Dial. Nov. 22,1957. 369p. $3.95. 


An historian recently observed that the student of the 
American Civil War would, to keep abreast of the 
voluminous contemporary literature on that debacle, 
have to devote himself unremittingly to his reading; 
earlier studies, even reissues, could only with difficulty 
be added to the reading list. And as the bibliography 
of scholarly explorations into this fascinating subject 
grows, a parallel list of imaginative recreations of the 
drama of the era develops apace. The historical novels 
in some instances have proved more than comple- 
mentary to the histories of the period and to the biog- 
raphies of its large figures, illuminating in their con- 
creteness, not only the human actions they narrate, 
but also the period itself. Unfortunately, Don Tracy’s 
On the Midnight Tide in no way complements recent 
studies on Union and Confederate naval history; more 
unfortunately, it fails as an imaginative presentment 
of human actions in their particularity and meaning. 


The improbabilities spun rather clumsily in this ro- 
mance concern the adventures at sea, ashore, and in 
bed of the Grayson brothers, pilots nonpareil of block- 
ade-runners out of Wilmington (North Carolina) dur- 
ing the last two years of the Civil War. Having been 
rejected by the troop of “gentlemen” that early rode 
off to disaster for the Southern Cause, the handsome 
neanderthal brothers, “white trash” fishermen in their 
boyhood, find solace in the gold pieces and prestige 
their craft and courage in eluding the Union ships can 
demand. Champ and Jim Billy Grayson swashbuckle 
their ways between Cape Fear and Bermuda, piloting, 
by what the author belabors as a mystical sense, cargoes 
less likely to help the South in facing the realities of 
war than to help its hoarders and shirkers preserve the 
myth of Southern elegance and fine living. The block- 
ade-runners cheerily accept the fact that silks and 
— bring more at auction than do sabres and salt 
pork. 

Between midnight tides Jim Billy has his drinking and 
wenching—the “high living” his money permits him. 
Champ’s goal, which the author posits by some misty 
ethic as infinitely superior to Jim Billy’s, is ownership 
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of the vessel he pilots and marriage to a girl truly o 
the “quality folk”; hence his drinking and wenchin 
is done only reluctantly; and he hesitates to alloy 
another person full revenge upon the ship captain once 
he has achieved his own revenge. Jim Billy’s goal jg 
reached when he seduces the favorite daughter of the 
arch-villain of the piece, the plantation master who had 
in the boy’s youth humiliated their father. His Victory 
is a pyrrhic one, however; the girl’s father betrays him 
to a Union spy, and Jim Billy’s ship with all aboard js 
demolished. Champ allows no scruples to stand in the 
way of his vengeance in this matter, and, gaining owner. 
ship of his ship, he not only disgraces the family enemy 
but in a moment of poetic licentiousness destroys him 
a Union attack on the port defenses, the reputation of 
General Ben Butler, historical possibility, and fictional 
probability—all this by launching the first  self-pro. 
pelled torpedo. 


The level of action in the novel is, as the summary indi. 
cates, undeviatingly gross and external; there is neither 
complexity nor subtlety in the plot. The characters 
are drawn without shades or depth; their simplicity 
is that of animals. The author has apparently meant 
to invest at least Champ with nobility and a few minor 
characters with innocence: the result is that mindless 
ness and naivété mark those who are not pure carica- 
tures of men. There is no sign of a controlling intelli. 
gence in the structure of the work, and even in the 
scenes of violent physical action the style remains color. 
less and pedestrian. The cliché is universally employed 
in retailing the erratic, the erotic, the sentimental and 
bathetic, and the violent scenes of this potboiler.

Gavin, Catherine Madeleine 
St. Martin’s Press. Nov. 7, 1957. 407p. $4.50. 


Although Catherine Gavin has evidently written four 
other books, this is the first one that I have read. Three 
of the four already written have been concerned with 
France; this one gives further evidence of the author's 
familiarity with French history, customs, people and 
geography. This particular novel tells us about Made 
leine d’ Arbonne, a lady at the court of Eugénie, Em- 
press of the French. The period is 1869-1871. The 
setting is Suez at the opening of the book but most of 
the activitiy takes place in and about Paris. James 
Bruce, a Scottish engineer falls in love with Madeleine 
as the story opens but does not occupy much space in 
the novel despite his importance. It is true that he 
plays a prominent part in 1871, when Paris is besieged 
by the Germans. 


Actually, there is much more of French politics than of 
French love in this novel. Napoleon III is presented to 
us repeatedly; the Empress Eugénie receives even more 
attention. The details of the events leading to the 
Franco-Prussian War are given with such emphasis that 
at times one forgets that this is a novel. The reasons 
why Madeleine is so devoted to the Empress that she 
will not leave her, as James Bruce begs her to do, are 
certainly not made clear, since the Empress does not 
seem to possess many magnetic qualities. At times 
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there is a hackneyed striving for effect on the author’s 
part, as in this example: 


“She [Madeleine] found herself looking at . . . a completely 
masculine man. She saw the wonderful eyes burning in the 
exhausted face and the pectoral muscles lifting the sleazy 
jacket which refused to cover Bruce’s broad chest. She looked 
at his hands, and saw that though stained and calloused they 
were a gentleman’s hands, and she thought that no ambas- 
sador had ever stood before Eugénie with a prouder or more 


dignified bearing.” 
Religion plays no part in the book. Because of the 
relationship that existed between Madeleine and Bruce, 
the book should perhaps not be found in high school 
and college libraries. Even adults are apt to find the 
novel tiresome rather than interesting.

Grimault, Berthe Beau Clown 
Translated by Diane Athill. Rinehart. Nov. 4, 1957. 188p.

This is, one is told, a novel written by a fourteen-year- 
old French farm girl, out of her observations and ex- 
periences and imaginings as told to and emended by a 
neighbor, Eliézer Fournier. That it merits translation 
and publication is doubtful, and may be put down to 
one of the silly decisions sometimes made by publishers 
caught in the tide of a fad for the far-fetched and often 
erotically fantastic aberrations of precocity. This is cer- 
tainly no parallel to the Sagan fashion, however much 
it may have seemed so to the editor grabbing for an 
entry in the sophicticate-seventeen stakes. The story is 
stupid, the writing fantastically dull.

Gallico, Paul 
Thomasina, The Cat Who Thought 
She Was God 
Doubleday. Dec. 5, 1957. 288p. $3.95. 
Paul Gallico is a man who loves cats and loves to write 
about them, and once more he has come through with a 
whimsical, enchanting story in which a cat plays a 
leading part—a kind of up-to-date fairy tale that affirms 
the essential goodness of people and the miraculous 
mercy of God. 


Thomasina is the pet ginger cat of Mary Ruadh Mac- 
Dhui, daughter of a veterinarian in a small town in 
Scotland. Andrew, her father, had really wanted to 
be a doctor, and he takes his resentment out on the 
world, treating animals with skill but without love, and 
as often as not recommending the chloroform rag, in- 
sensitive as he is to the sentimental attachments people 
can form for animals. His bitterness has been com- 
pounded by the early death of his wife, Mary’s mother, 
who contracted an animal disease. 


The story is of how Andrew MacDhui found out about 
love and about God. Thomasina is an instrument in 
all this—though not nearly the puissant instrument she 
thinks she is. But it is true that, through Thomasina’s 
death, a chain of events leads Andrew to Lori, con- 
sidered mad by most of the townsfolk but to Andrew 
the embodiment of everything tender and beautiful. 
It is Lori who shows him what love is, and Lori who 
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nurses Mary Ruadh through what looks as if it may be 
the last night of her life. Here the resurrected 
Thomasina steps in through a window to bring the 
child back from the grasp of the angel of death. 


Thomasina herself is the narrator in nearly half the 
book’s chapters. But she is not always Thomasina. 
Indeed, for a good part of the book she is, or thinks she 
is, Sekhmet-Bast-Ra, the ancient Egyptian cat goddess. 
None of the other animals believe she is, and though 
she does a lot of ranting about it, she is quite ineffectual 
in casting any of the spells she threatens to cast. Arro- 
gant and egotistical, she is really most amusing in this 
guise. These chapters make a nice commentary, too, 
on some popular views of God. When she has made 
an ungodlike error, she huffily accuses, “YOU created 
us [the gods] in your image and in the image of the 
birds of the air and the beasts of the field. What did 
you expect? God I have been—God I am. But quite 
frankly, sometimes it is all just a little too much for 
one small cat.” 


Thomasina’s other name is Talitha, rather whimsically 
taken by Lori from the fifth chapter of the Gospel ac- 
cording to Saint Mark. This is the name of the risen 
Thomasina, retrieved from her grave (an untimely one, 
as it turns out) by Lori. 


As in all fairy tales, the blacks and whites of this one 
are inclined to be very sharp. Yet for all its good 
humor, optimism, and happy coincidence, Thomasina 
turns up some very affecting moments, some very pro- 
found thoughts about people and about God. It is cér- 
tainly more than merely a charming book; it is a book 
with real insights into the nature of love.

Mery, Fernand Her Majesty the Cat 
Criterion. Nov. 25,1957. 240p. $5.95. 


“Do not niaow,” warns the author in his short course 
of instruction for prospective cat owners. This is only 
one of many cautions, the sum total of which is likely 
to discourage anyone not by nature devoted to felines 
from ever taking up the fascinating business of living 
with one. 


This volume is an odd mixture of fact, myth, and pet 
peeve, by a French zoologist and animal psychologist 
who obviously feels quite passionate about cats. Where 
Dr. Méry delves into the history of the cat, its probable 
ancestry, its veneration in ancient Egypt and maltreat- 
ment in later ages, and the myths surrounding it, the 
book yields interesting information, though not the 
best-organized presentation of it. 


Where, however, he discusses today’s cat in terms of 
care, feeding, and breeding, he often swings either to 
the over-technical or over-sentimental. He makes many 
pleas for humane treatment of cats, and it is perfectly 
reasonable to suppose that almost all of us are heartily 
in accord with him in this department; yet what is it 
about felinophiles that always makes them a little 
maudlin, and always seems to put them a little edgily 
on the defensive? Dr. Méry does it, too. 

On the other hand, he purports to give some practical 
tips on the diagnosis and treatment of feline ailments 
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until the veterinary comes, and this is a section which 
most cat owners would find welcome, for the cat is 
notably difficult to diagnose, and cat illnesses have a 
way of descending and progressing with alarming swift- 
ness. Unfortunately, however, the zoologist comes to 
the fore here, and unless you know what amygdalae 
are, you can hardly know whether they are visible or 
not in pussy’s throat (the remedy being a swabbing 
with an antiseptic collutorium, whatever that may be). 


And when it comes to the day-to-day care and feeding 
of the cat. Dr. Méry is a bit terrifying. The reviewer’s 
cat, a robustly healthy eight years old, has been eating 
cold and cooked food, drinking cold milk, taking care 
of his own bathing entirely by himself, and scratching 
the furniture to shreds in spite of the presence of a 
“log” especially devised for him—all of which directly 
contradict Dr. Méry’s recommendations and _predic- 
tions. Moreover, to say that the smell of marjoram will 
bring out the aggressiveness of a cat, or that a female 
in heat placed in a dark closet will soon forget her 
troubles, is to invite suspicion that one is indulging, if 
only ever so little, in some old wives’ tales—or perhaps 
generalizing from particular instances. 


The highest praise goes to the illustrations in this book 
—sixty-eight photographs, most of them very hand- 
some indeed, covering the various breeds, some his- 
torical cats of fact and fancy, some how-to-do-it pictures 
on care of the cat, and some just plain delightful cat 
and kitten pictures. The entire book, as a matter of 
fact, is well put together, with good heavy paper and 
large, good-looking type set with wide margins. 


Unquestionably, a good gift book for the cat person, 
who will mostly enjoy looking at the illustrations and 
find only here and there something of real interest in 
the text.

Homan, Helen Walker Knights of Christ 
Prentice-Hall. Nov. 4,1957. 486p. $12.50. 


In a beautiful introduction to this scholarly work, Mon- 
signor Vincent Jeffers of New York sums up for us the 
total impact of the book in the words, “no idle dreamers 
are these pilgrim warriors, who have invested their 
talents in works yielding fruit for eternity.” For there 
is something eternal about this book—as there is in the 
spirit of Rome, the Eternal City. You feel a sense of 
the long, long past from the Beginning of the World 
and a long, long future beckoning you to its End. 


Ostensibly, this book is about Orders—the Societies, 
congregations, groups of men within the Church who 
labor for the One End in many different ways. Each 
Order is presented separately by introducing the story 
of the life of its Founder. Forty-one Orders in all are 
presented from the Benedictines to the Glenmary Mis- 
sions of Ohio. No distinction is made between Socie- 
ties, Congregations, Institutions and Orders—and this 
reviewer shall make none, though we all know these 
differences exist in a recognition of precedence and 
responsibility at the Holy See. Mrs. Homan has gone 
to original sources for much of her material, so to this 
degree she has given us once more a scholarly work 
comparable to her Letters to the Martyrs, By Post to 
the Apostles, and St. Theresa and the Roses. Compe- 
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tent authorities within each Order apparently checked 
her materials and found them altogether authentic. 


By using chronological order in presenting each organ} 
zation, this book is, in a way, a history of the Churc 
itself, since much background material is added to 
justify action and to relate each organization to the 
Holy Father who first granted recognition of the Order, 


The book is charmingly written, delightfully illustrate 
with appropriate pictures and is obviously prepared fo, 
the Christmas trade since no economy, save that of 
color, has been practiced by the publishers in bringing 
it out at this time. It is the kind of book in which ong 
makes an investment of dollars with the expectation 
that it will bring much joy and pleasure to both this 
and succeeding generations.

Morris, Joe Alex 
Deadline Every Minute: The Story of the 
United Press 

Doubleday. Nov. 5,1957. 356p. $5.00. 


The United Press, journalism’s perennial enfant terrible, 
basks comfortably under its own blazing sun in this 
bright, long overdue history by Joe Alex Morris, issued 
to celebrate the UP’s 50th birthday. Mr. Morris, a 
Unipresser for 15 years and foreign editor during the 
early part of World War II, has retired among Con- 
necticut’s picture windows now; but the UP spirit, 
which leaves an indelible mark, lingers on. This is an 
exciting book about an exciting business. 


There is a saying that people live two kinds of lives: 
one as God sees it, and one as one’s mother sees it. 
This is the UP as it might be seen by ITS mother: bold, 
fearless, daring, with each scoop preserved and care- 
fully pasted in the family scrapbook. The clippings 
are impressive, often awesome. One simply makes the 
reservation that mothers are inclined to be prejudiced, 
especially on birthdays, and especially when the off- 
spring gives so many signs of genius. 


The UP was an underdog from the start, bucking the 
young and powerful Associated Press when that agency 
was in the process of sewing up the United States as a 
one-agency country, and fighting a world-wide news- 
gathering cartel that the AP seemed only too willing 
to support. It was a question not of idealism but of 
survival for E. W. Scripps and his string of afternoon 
newspapers, in a nation then dominated by morning 
dailies. Scripps might not have survived if fate had 
not provided him with a brash, aggressive young news 
man named Roy Howard, who established the UP 
against impossible odds and stamped it with his own 
image. 

Looking at it with the hindsight of history, the Scripps 
Howard enterprise was exceedingly useful. It provided 
Americans with two major news sources, (and created 
a climate favorable to a third, Hearst’s International 
News Service), thus removing forever the temptations 
inherent in news monopoly. And it shattered the cozy, 
Reuters-inspired arrangement whereby various national 
news agencies carved up the world into spheres of ex- 
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cusive influence. Howard had his virtue put to the 
rest on this issue in 1914 when Baron Reuter suggested 
that UP replace AP in the cartel. Howard, influenced 
also by the profits already gained by old-fashioned capi- 
talistic competition, turned him down. 


Environment, in a sense, shaped UP philosophy. Un- 
like its competitor, the UP had to make a profit from 
the sale of news; to win favor, it also had to be different. 
The first condition fashioned the hearty old UP tradi- 
tion of maximum economy: Howard watched the bud- 
get like an aged Republican Congressman. When young 
J. L. O'Sullivan left the UP to become dean of the 
College of Journalism at Marquette University, he sent 
4 message on the trunk wire that admirably sums up 
the situation, then and now: “Hours too long wages 


too low life too short.” 


The cocky young men who began the UP were only too 
delighted to be different. They began to jazz up the 
formerly staid news-agency material with lively, color- 
ful writing; then combed the boondocks for human- 
interest stories; they pioneered ingenious methods for 
collecting the news economically and efficiently; they 
covered foreign news with American methods and 
American reporters. But above all they tried to be 
first: they injected a kind of schoolboy enthusiasm into 
the business, a desperate, unending competition in 
which a 10-minute “beat” is the equivalent of a homer 
with the bases loaded. 


This “rah-rah” makes the game exciting and also pro- 
vides much of the drama in this book. It is also eco- 
nomically important, or it was in the early days. But 
it is also the cause of 90 per cent of all press service 
boners. It is pitiful to observe the extremes to which 
the sophomoric urge for speed and exclusiveness has 
driven otherwise mature men. The AP-UP combat led 
to false armistice reports at the close of both World 
Wars, and to scenes like this at the White House on 
V-] Day: 
“There was a wild dash of reporters for the door leading to 
the telephones. Klein was closest to the door but Douglas 
Cornell of the Associated Press grabbed him by the shoulders. 
Klein’s elbow smacked him in the ribs and they tumbled out 
the door in a wild rush. Later, in another similar race from 
Ross’ office with additional news, Robert Nixon of the Inter- 
national News Service was leading until he slipped rounding 
acorner. The pack simply ran over him, breaking his glasses 
and tearing off a large piece of the leg of his trousers.” 


While this is merely one of many incidents illustrating 
the fraternity house spirit, press service competition 
has doubtless also had its advantages. It was that little 
extra incentive which kept reporter Russell Jones in 
Budapest in 1956, where he won practically every prize 
extant for his coverage of the Hungarian revolution. 


Mr. Morris’ book is essentially a collection of breezy 
anecdotes, peppered with UP history under presidents 
Howard, Karl Bickel, Hugh Baillie, and Frank Bartholo- 
new. The material ranges from the silly, (UP’s oddest 
ever: a man carried aloft by toy balloons had to be shot 
down by a rifle-wielding priest), to the heroic, (sophisti- 
cated novelists will never again convince this reviewer 
that correspondents covered the war from armchairs), 
to the inspiring, (UP’s refusal, at a loss of $500,000 
annually, to supply news to Peron puppet editions of 


La Prensa). 
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The whole business makes wonderful reading, besides 
being a noteworthy history of events, important and 
trivial, of the last 50 years.

Cressy, Earl Herbert Understanding China 
Nelson. Dec. 1, 1957. 278p. $5.00. 

As told by Earl Cressy, the history of China—its tribu- 
lations, its mysteriousness, its seeming lack of progress— 
is understandable. In the light of this study, which is 
not intended to be profound, many troublesome ques- 
tions are dissipated. The agricultural nature of the 
Chinese nation, (80% of its population is engaged in 
feeding its people), explains the curtailment of indus- 
trial manufacturing. It limits the production of neces- 
sities and excludes luxuries, condemning China to a 
low standard of living. It has also provided the present 
Communist regime with its chief problem. 


An explanation of the weakness of the national govern- 
ment is found in the conglomeration of peoples, rem- 
nants of invading hordes who have been “sinocized.” 
It has also been difficult to harmonize the clannishness 
of the people with a national government for the clan 
concept of government is based on blood relationship, 
whereas the federal government is based on territory. 
Poverty, banditry, secret societies, and class conscious- 
ness added tremendously to the problems of democratic 
government and paved the way for Communist seizure 
of the country. 


The four main movements of China: the Confucian, 
the Han, the Tsang, and the Sung Syntheses are treated 
at length. The religious influence of Confucianism, 
Taoism, and Buddhism on these periods, as well as the 
political, educational, and cultural characteristics of 
each movement provide the background for under- 
standing present-day China. 


The period of these four syntheses ended in 1280 A.D. 
Since then China has been preparing for a fifth syn- 
thesis. In the interim she has been ruled successively, 
though not successfully, by the Mongols, the Ming 
Dynasty, the Manchu Dynasty, and the Republic. A 
modern attempt to establish a new synthesis was begun 
with the 1774 rebellion against the Manchus. It has 
not yet been brought to fruition, although it came close 
to success with the Nationalist regime before the Jap- 
anese and Communist setbacks. It gained momentum 
with Sun Yat Sen’s republican movement and almost 
was implemented by the Nationalist Government of 
Chiang Kai-shek. Rebuffed by the West when he 
sought monetary assistance, Sun Yat Sen turned to 
Russia. This provided the Communists with a wedge 
in China which they gradually widened until, under 
Mao Tse-tung, they split China during the Japanese 
invasion. Unable to fight a two-front war with both 
the Japanese and the Communists, Chiang made peace 
with the native enemy till he had disposed of Japan. 
But then it was too late. 


The time since the Communist assumption of power 
has seen oppression, mass executions, indoctrination, 
and pretended land reform. No regime can murder 
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upwards of twenty million people and thrust aside the 
the traditional clan form of government to establish 
“Party” rule and hope for success in a nation of families 
such as China. 


Cressy leaves the conclusions, to be drawn from the 
background of China and applied to the present situa- 
tion, for the reader to make. After reading Under- 
standing China a person is bound to have a firmer grasp 
of the situation and a fairly accurate idea of where 
China must go from here. To help others understand 
China Cressy has first understood her himself. He 
garnered his information during his thirty-eight years 
in China as an educator. His valuable book will be 
read with profit by those with an interest in suffering 


China.

Kinmond, William No Dogs in China 
Nelson. Nov. 15,1957. 211p. $4.95. 


There are no dogs in China today, Yen Pao-Chiu told 
reporter Kinmond, because “we killed them all... 
they were all killed when the U. S. started germ war- 
fare in Korea. We found the dogs were carriers of the 
germs so we had to destroy them.” But Mr. Kinmond 
was not susceptible to the standard anti-U. S. propa- 
ganda. He concludes reasonably that the dogs were 
killed because they eat too much, and in a country 
chronically short of food—more than 30% of the popu- 
lation do not get enough to eat—the dogs themselves 
probably were made into a stew. Professor Sun Pen 
Wan, when asked about the shortage of food calmly 
replied, “On the average, everybody in China gets 
enough to eat.” Kinmond recognized again the am- 
biguous device the Communists use, resorting to aver- 
ages and percentages, and replied “You can’t average 
stomachs.” 


Mr. Kinmond is a Canadian journalist on the staff of 
the Toronto Globe and Mail. He entered China in 
the Spring of 1957, and this is a report of his observa- 
tions on such a wide variety of subjects as engineering 
training, educational speed-up, birth control as a gov- 
ernment policy, the Yangtze Bridge and flood control, 
Chinese movies and music, the prevalence of spit- 
toons, the railway to Russia, and dozens of other topics. 
It is a most readable book, although each of the brief 
chapters, (not numbered, but titled), seems to be the 
despatch he sent back to his paper from various stop- 
ping-off places. In the despatch from Nanking, titled 
“The Christian Church,” Kinmond reports about 3 mil- 
lion Catholics, and of about 800,000 Protestants, ap- 
proximately 100,000 are Anglicans. He was told it 
was not discreet to try to speak to the Catholic priest 
of the small church he visited where some 150 women 
and children were attending Mass. But he was allowed 
to speak to Bishop Ting Kuangshun of the Anglican 
Church in China and was perplexed to find the Bishop 
and his wife talking the “party line.” It is an inter- 
esting book, not as optimistic as some old China hands 
have been and are. Mr. Kinmond’s report bolsters and 
confirms the more thoroughgoing work recently pub- 
lished by Robert Guillian, 600 Million Chinese, (c.f. 
Best Sellers, Dec. 1, 1957, p. 301). 
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Nichols, Ruth Wings for Life 
Lippincott. Nov. 13,1957. 317p. $3.95. 
Flying became part of Ruth Nichols in 1919, when he 
father gave her ten dollars for a ten-minute plane ride 
at Atlantic City. Though her parents made certain 
Ruth was educated properly, presented to society, and 
even given a world cruise, she and her later friend 
Amelia Earhart both “lost our hearts to the romance 
of flight.” Strangely enough, these two women were 
often planning the same flights at the same time, each 
without knowledge of the other’s intentions, and both 
had been interested originally in medicine and social 
service careers. They became friends as well as rivals 
in a continuous race for women’s air records in the 
early “Thirties. Miss Nichols held her own. Her 
records include receiving the first flying-boat license to 
be issued a woman; she was the first woman airline 
pilot in the U. S.; she is the only woman in the world 
to have held three maximum international records: alti. 
tude, speed and long distance. 


“To the public I suppose I have often seemed to be the origi- 
nal flying fool. . . . While flying over one hundred and forty 
different models of aircraft, I have piloted a plane in a 
plaster cast and a steel corset, too impatient to wait for bones 
to knit from the last crash. I have frozen my tongue sucking 
oxygen at 60° below zero, six miles up. I have escaped twice 
from burning planes. I have had most of the bones in my 
body broken. And, after each disaster there came the com- 
mand from something deep within me: Get back into the 
at.” 
Ruth Nichols made history in an exciting era of per- 
sonal flying, of difficult progress in the flying business, 
This book merits a place as a genuine episode of his 
tory; but even more as a vital account of one of avia- 
tion’s exciting figures. One does not need to be looking 
for history to appreciate this type of story. Pioneers 
such as Ruth Nichols do not grow old in spirit. She 
can say offhandedly: 


“Actually the age of routine space travel may be as imminent 
today as was the era of regular air travel in the early Twen- 
ties. I fully expect to fly to the moon before I die. And | 
hope I shall be permitted to pilot the space ship.” 


This is recommended for general reading.

Smith, Edmund Ware 
A Treasury of the Maine Woods 
Fell. Nov. 11,1957. 295p. $3.95. 


In this folksy book, you’ll be introduced to Pop Thorn- 
ton, story-teller, and everybody’s friend, to Vern Smith, 
who plays a saw with a fiddle bow to the accompani- 
ment of a church organ, and to various woodsy people. 
It’s a port-pourri kind of book, without a hyphen if 
you wish, by a man of the great outdoors, though he 
was educated at Boston University. This “six-ply” 
New Englander, to whom a moment is a mystery, was 
born in Connecticut, brought up in Massachusetts, lived 
and worked in Vermont and New Hampshire, and 
visited extensively in Rhode Island. His home is in 
Maine, near Damariscotta on the coast, hard by Pema 
quid Light. And he has not forgotten, through his 
B.U. mentors (I trust), how to write a sentence. 


Partial-autobiography, that might be the term for this 
man’s book. Women will be bored. Mr. Smith brings 
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long, for his supply list, the following: woodsmoke, 
pine cones, wind, birch-bark canoes, knives, cabins, 
trout, camps, trails bucksaws, oil lamps, loons, axes, 
maple syrup, bucks, lard pails, bears, bird dogs, poachers, 
wardens, President Eisenhower, pickerel, the clunk-and- 
chuckle of wagon hubs on a greased axle, tote roads, 
the valley of the Wassataquoick, bacon, matches, com- 
pass, mice, blueberry-picking, predicting weather, day- 
break, sporting goods catalogs (“Wish Books’), the 
hum of silence, Paul Bunyon, frying-pans, green-alder 
ckewers, and goodby-sayers. 

Now, if Mr. Smith forgot all about his Maine woods 
love affair and concentrated on his talent for evalu- 
ating people and events, he would have a_book for 
everybody — including fisherman Ted Williams | and 
twiggy Natty Bumppo. Mr. Smith, it must be admitted, 
cirts the rim of sentimentality with success. It’s a 


perilous performance.

Gibbings, Robert Till I End My Song 
Dutton. Nov. 21,1957. 234p. $4.50. 

Weare Holbrook, among other people, is gratified to 
know “that in the age of the Big Bang there are people 
who are still interested in unimportant things.” Robert 
Gibbings is Mr. Holbrook’s man. So is Dr. Anderson, 
John Horne Burns’ character in Lucifer with a Book, 
who was “forever publishing learned dissertations on 
the use of the vocative in Etrurian inscriptions.” 


Holbrook and Anderson notwithstanding, I feel that 
Mr. Gibbings is a resounding bore with his chatty nature 
observations about cuckoo eggs, the Bruce Quick Re- 
turn Method of Compost-Making for the garden, and 
the removal of two tons of coarse fish from the waters 
of the Windrush in the vicinity of Burford to the Wit- 
tenham backwater. For those interested, the transfer 
of these live fish is done by electrocution. “Fascinat- 
ing,” Holbrook and Anderson may say, while I retire 
mentally behind a magnificent yawn. 


You see, Mr. Gibbings, author of Lovely is the Lee, 
lived in a 500-year-old cottage in the English country- 
side near the Thames. So, with an alert eye and quick 
ear he transcribes for us his observations on the world 
of nature about him. A half hour of monologue might 
be fairly interesting, but the whole book, according to 
the Agatha Runcible school, as distinguished from the 
Holbrook-Anderson school, is a crashing bore. 


Of this man’s meanderings, it may be said that he has 
an ear for rhythm, an eye for detail, and a mind bent 
toward history and learning. What a pity that he can- 
not form his material into a meaningful whole!

Griffith, Richard and Arthur Mayer The Movies 
Simon & Schuster. Nov., 1957. 442p. (9"x12”). $15.00. 


A giant volume, lavishly illustrated, that charts the 
history of the motion-pictures from the Peep Shows and 
Penny Arcades through the first Nickelodeons and the 
Bijou-Dream theaters to the big-screen and stereophonic 
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sound experiments of today, The Movies will enthrall 
every adult American over the age of forty-five and will 
amuse and inform those who are younger. The first 
attempts to bring stories to the silver-screen were simple- 
minded photography of stage plays “shot” by a sta- 
tionary camera which included a good deal of floor 
area and tried to keep all actors in full-length view. 
The use of mobile camera techniques, of close-ups and 
angle shots are credited largely to David Wark Griffith, 
whose memorable “Birth of a Nation” not only won 
him international acclaim but kept him poor trying to 
pay off indebtedness, hugely increased by the much less 
successful but more “stupendous” film “Intolerance,” 
until near the end of his life. There are well over a 
thousand photographs reproduced in these pages, from 
the “Great Train Robbery” and “The Kiss” (featuring 
the daring Mae Busch), and the first animated cartoon, 
“Gertie the Dinosaur,” the song slides, the admonitions 
to “Kindly Remove Your Hats,” through the Mack 
Sennett comedies, Our Gang, Garbo-and-Gilbert, right 
on down to Cinerama and “The Pride and the Passion.” 
The treatment of the moral issues raised by the decline 
of taste in the late "Twenties and early ’Thirties, which 
resulted in the organization of the Legion of Decency 
is reported honestly and realistically. As a straight- 
forward history of one of the maddest of industries, 
The Movies is superb. The price is high, but the goods 


are there.

The Warblers of North America 
Devin-Adair. Nov. 29, 1957. xii+356p. (814”"x1014”) 
$15.00. 
“This book is intended for the general reader interested 
in birds, as well as for the more advanced student wish- 
ing to have at hand a brief but comprehensive account 
of the entire family of wood warblers,” says the Pub- 
lisher on page ix. It is illustrated with a handsome set 
of 35 plates in color, reproduced from original paintings 
by John Henry Dick, and with a series of maps showing 
the locality in which the various families of wood 
warblers are usually found. For members of Bird- 
Watching Societies this will be a treasure. It is recom- 
mended as a splendid reference work for libraries. The 
accompanying text is an amalgam of essays by authori- 
ties on the many species of North American warblers, 
some twenty-six in all from various parts of the United 
States and Canada. The book is handsomely printed 
and bound in gray and green cloth, admirably designed 
to stand wear.

Dali, Salvador Dali on Modern Art 
Dial. Nov. 26,1957. 156p. $5.00. 


This slim, arrogantly opinionated collection of essays 
by one of the most competent showmen among modern 
artists who is also one of the most competent painters 
of our or any time, is presented in French, (on green 
paper, pages 95 et seq.), and in translation into English 
by Haakon M. Chevalier, on white paper, pages 1 to 
94. Mr. Dali’s thesis is that art critics have been 
cuckolded by practitioners of an “antiquated modern

art.” Typical of the approach Dali brings to his sub- 
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ject—and it is refreshingly bumptious—is this bit from 
page 31: 
“To defend (Gaudi—a Catalan architect) I wrote some mas- 
terly pages, worthy of an anthology, on Modern Style and 
the Paris subway entrances.” 
Other statements he makes with firm aplomb will make 
some amateurs of art gnash their teeth and weep. His 
vocabulary will, likely, be the despair of the average 
amateur who is not accustomed to handle dithyrambics, 
e.g. 
“If the vitally heterogeneous and anti-academic forces of 


modern art are not to perish in the anecdotic absurdity of 
sheer experimental and narcissistic dilettantism . . .”

Dykeman, Wilma and James Stokely 
Neither Black Nor White 
Rinehart. Nov. 26,1957. 371p. $5.00. 


One might best classify this book as an “opinion survey” 
conducted by a young poet and his wife as they jour- 
neyed through their native South. As the title sug- 
gests, their focus of inquiry lies upon the social relation- 
ships and attitudes marking contacts between the Negro 
and white segments of the Southern population and 
particular emphasis is placed upon the present school 
desegregation issue. What the survey lacks in terms of 
good social science methodology is more than compen- 
sated for by the obvious dedication of the authors to 
their principal theme: namely, that Southern white 
opinion is not as unanimous as most Northern reports 
would indicate; that the growing heterogeneity of the 
Southern white population, both in interests and social 
backgrounds, offers a promise that this seemingly im- 
pregnable bulwark of “white supremacy” thinking is 
ultimately doomed to fall victim to the forces of social 
change; that the hope of the South (and the nation as 
a whole) must lie in an honest recognition and accept- 
ance of this inescapable fact. 

The range of spoken opinions encountered in discussions 
with gas-station attendants, college professors, polliti- 
cians, editors, and other qualified spokesmen for dif- 
ferent strata of Southern society, representing both races, 
is always interesting and informative — even though, 
once the basic point is made, these opinions do tend to 
get somewhat repetitious. The authors obviously see 
themselves as spokesmen for what we might term the 
more liberal forces which are trying to create a truly 
“New” South. This fact, however laudable, may lead 
them to over-weight the comments made by others of 
their point of view, thus producing a somewhat more 
hopeful and optimistic analysis of the situation than 
some of the grimmer statements and events they record 
would seem to justify. Be that as it may, the book does 


offer many new insights into both the range and in-. 


tensity of the divergent opinions it presents. 

Unfortunately, its full potential is lessened by an at- 
tempt to be overly “literary”; indeed, to be more spe- 
cific, there seems to be a self-conscious effort to make 
the report “readable” by employing a style reminiscent 
of one of this reviewer’s favorite novelists, Thomas 
Wolfe. This occasionally leads to a note of artificiality 
that destroys much of the effectiveness of comments re- 
ported; one wonders, for instance, whether the reliance 
upon direct quotations was supported by wire recorder, 
by on-the-spot note-taking, or by subsequent recollec- 
tions. Obviously, since the authors are themselves com-

mitted to one of the opinion-types they record, it would 
seem all the more important that their reports be as 
factual and objective as possible. The literary touches 
detract from this, especially when compounded hy 
factual error such as the surprising statement that “To 
day Will Handy is dead and blues are part of the 
musical history of America. .. .” 


There is no denying the real value of some of the con. 
tributions they make, however. The brief summary of 
the histories of the KKK, the NAACP, and the wce 
(White Citizens’ Councils), is excellent; the chapter 
dealing with the role and failings of the Christian 
churches also deserves special mention. The reader 
will find much of value in these pages. From the 
frightening reports of hate-filled promises of violent 
resistance to the truly inspiring accounts of deeds re. 
vealing extreme acts of individual heroism and charity 
one can learn much about the full dimensions of 4 
social situation that may be a far more serious threat 
to American democracy than all the “enemy” satellites

Sheen, Bishop Fulton 

Life is Worth Living: Fifth Series 
McGraw-Hill. Nov. 4, 1957. 319p. $3.95. 
This fifth volume of talks given by the popular Bishop 
Sheen on his TV programs ranges in subject from the 
life of Christ to the life of Stalin, from Cardinal Minds 
zenty to Francis Thompson, from stories from the Tonga 
Islands to such problems as college education, psychol- 
ogy and psychiatry, drunkards, parents-and-children, 
marriage. There is no direct correlation of one with 
another, and though the reading is excellent, one feels 
that much of the vitality is lost without the visual im- 
pact of the writer’s and speaker’s personality communi- 
cated by speech emphasis, tonal qualities, gesture and 
the vivid figure of the Bishop on the TV screen. What 
holds attention throughout is the sense of viewing these 
subjects through the eyes of a scholar whose background 
is both wide and deep, of a religious man who wills to 
direct our attention to the Divine Creator through 
Whom and to Whom all of our living and thinking 
must be channelled. 


Among the more impressive of these talks in this re 
viewer’s opinion are: “The Three Great Confessions of 
History,” St. Augustine, Heloise, and Rousseau inter- 
preted for modern thinking; “Marriage is Neither 
Heaven nor Hell; But What Is It?,” as specific an ex 
amination of what makes a marriage as we have read 
anywhere; “The Dry Martyr of Hungary, Cardinal 
Mindszenty,” a starkly dramatic reading. Other readers 
will make their own and other choices; but all readers 
should find mental stimulation and spiritual vigor.

Del Rey, Sister Maria Her Name is Mercy 
Scribner. Nov. 1957. 184p. $3.95. 


Sister of Mercy of Maryville, formerly Elizabeth Hirsch- 
beck of Milwaukee, was one of three Maryknoll Sisters 
to land at Pusan, Korea, in 1951, the first women 
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civilians allowed in the country since the start of the 
Korean War. Their purpose was to help, medically 
and spiritually, the thousands of refugees in that area. 
With less than the bare essentials, they began by treat- 
ing 100 patients a day, and the number rose to 2600— 
per day. The blind, the lame and the halt came to 
their clinc; but the most pathetic were the hungry chil- 
dren, strangers to milk and vegetables, some walking 
skeletons, others bloated with malnutrition. To them 
and their parents the “Practicing Virtue Lady” and her 
companions gave not only vitamin shots and powdered 
milk, but new hope and a new life in Baptism. 
A correspondent described Sister Mercy, “I saw in her 
something like the complete woman, the global mother. 
Life flowed out from her in blessings. It was the reason 
for her being.” The homeless, the hungry, the orphans 
came to her clinic and none were turned away. “I think 
God watches our cupboard quite closely. Only now 
and then does He let it be bare for just a little while.” 
The sacrifice of young Sister Alberta Marie, who died 
of a rare blood disease, brought down blessings on this 
haven for the poor. GI’s built additions, doctors and 
nurses with the U.N. Forces volunteered their time; and 
from this country came donations of food, medicines, 
even lollipops for the children. 
Sister Maria del Rey a reporter on the Pittsburgh Press 
before entering the sisterhood at Maryknoll, has written 
simply. The result is a gripping book, from its opening 
pages, a glimpse of Sister Mercy making her rounds, to 
the end, when the Mayor of Pusan opens a 160-bed 
hospital to be conducted by the Maryknoll Sisters, it 
is hard to put down. It is even harder to resist sending 
a contribution to “Blue Heaven” in Pusan. Highly 
recommended for all — both the reading and the con- 
tribution.

Bakeless, Katherine and John 
They Saw America First; Our First 
Explorers and What They Saw 
Lippincott. Nov. 13,1957. 222p. illus. $3.95. 


The subtitle is more exact than the title itself, since 
the authors concentrate upon explorers who left records 
of what they found, passing over others with bare iden- 
tification. The story of the 17 explorers and expedi- 
tions has been told many times before and little new 
is added here, though it is significant to find the bal- 
ance tipped in favor of the French and Spanish, a fact 
too often ignored in school texts. What is fresh and 
welcome here is the account of the territories found, of 
terrain, flora and fauna of the time, with frequent 
reminder of what the white man has destructively done 
to these. Particularly interesting is the description of 
southern regions in the chapter, “The Red Man’s 
Dixie.” A good many anecdotes and human-interest 
episodes enliven the narrative. One misses any refer- 
ence to Jesuit reports though Fathers Hennepin and

Marquette are briefly mentioned. A block of photo- 
graphs of early maps and pictures helps the reader 
visualize the scene. There is an index, but no list of 
sources.

Songberd’s Grove

Barrett, Anne 

Illustrated by N. M. Bodecker. 
247p. $3.00. 

The author of The Journey of Johnny Rew has written 
a story of contemporary London, with its housing short- 
ages and shabby dwellings. A 12-year-old boy and his 
parents move into No. 7 Songberd Grove, a short street 
where fine old houses have been subdivided into small 
flats. While his parents strive against dinginess, Martin 
and the temperamental daughter of a Spanish dancer 
resist the efforts of the neighborhood bully to take them 
into his hoodlum gang. After Martin’s parents paint 
their front door a fiery red, events come to a climax 
in what the blurb calls “the great Battle of the Front 
Door.” Everything ends happily, with even the mob 
leader a reformed character. This is a pleasant story 
for junior high, the characters in which are types deftly 
but not deeply sketched. Only Martin seems flesh 
and blood. Most interesting feature of the book is the 
glimpse of postwar English life, “Teddy boys” in- 
cluded.

*x Boeke, Kess 

Cosmic View; The Universe in 40 Jumps 
Introduction by Arthur H. Compton. Day. Nov. 7, 1957. 
48p. illus. $3.25. 
This is an eye-opening and most original book. In 40 
minutely scaled photographs and drawings, a Dutch 
schoolmaster demonstrates size and distance in the 
cosmos, from the nucleus of the atom to the edge of 
what scientists think may be a thousand million 
galaxies. Beginning with an appealing picture of a girl 
with a cat, where the scale is one centimeter to ten, he 
works up through a series of 1:100, 1:1,000, until he 
reaches 1:1 million light years, each picture showing 
where its predecessor fits into the larger scheme. Then, 
using the same picture of the girl and cat, he shows a 
centimeter’s space on her hand where a mosquito is 
biting, and works down to the nucleus of the sodium 
atom on a scale of ten million to one. He concludes 
with a one-page sermonette on man’s need for humility 
and brotherly love. Dr. Compton’s brief introduction 
underscores this lesson in seeing things in perspective. 
Endpapers review all the illustrations in the book at 
one-quarter size, and show in addition the intermediate 
stages at which color appears. A little general science 
in his background will help the reader comprehend this 
book, since the author seldom stops to define terms. 
The young reader may find it as difficult to take in the 
vast distances in outer space as this reader did, but 
however little he may grasp it will be arresting and 
illuminating.

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If we accept the fact that some of the data were out of 
date before publication, thanks to Russia’s getting there 
first with the most and the United States’ consequent 
modification of plans, there is still something to be 
salvaged. With excellent colored illustrations and 
black-and-white charts, we are told about the rotation 
of the moon, the construction and instrumentation of 
the proposed (before October) satellite, the plans for 
tracking it, and its probable orbit. There is also very 
brief information about troposphere, stratosphere and 
ionosphere. Very simply and engagingly told, with no 
scientific terms to struggle over, this can be handled 
by seventh-eighth graders.

Callahan, Claire Wallis 

My Little Sister; by Nancy Hartwell (pseud.) 
Holt. Nov. 16,1957. 187p. $3.00. 
The theme of this story about 17-year-old Francy and 
13-year-old Tina is one of the commonest sources of 
friction between parents and daughters. Told by 
Francy, it builds up her resentment at what she con- 
siders her parents’ too strict ideas on dating (meeting 
the young man, home by a set hour, no blind dates, 
etc.) to the place where she breaks all these rules 
secretly. Her counterfoil is the younger sister who has 
no difficulty about getting and keeping dates, and no 
conscience about it, either. A frightening experience 
and an emotional one by Francy open her eyes, but it 
is not until Tina’s serious accident that she completely 
understands parental strictness to be concern and care 
for their daughters. To an older generation, the strict- 
ness the girls object to seems indispensable common 
sense, but perhaps that is the reason the author cast 
her story into a first-person narrative. It makes pleas- 
ant, light reading, carries conviction, and should be 
very popular with girls.

Illustrated by Algot Stenbery. McGraw. Oct. 15, 1957, 
$3.50. (A Whittlesey House book) 

Addressing herself to teens of both sexes, the psycholo 
gist and supervisor of special education for Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania, very capably discusses the prob- 
lem of personality development and emotional matur 
ity. With occasional very brief “case histories” (imag. 
ined for the purpose?) with careful inductive pro 
cedures, and a straight-forward but not familiar ap 
proach, she explains adolescents to themselves, and 
explains their parents, too. Living with themselves, 
their families, friends and business associates comes in 
for thorough analysis. There are two practical, com- 
mon-sense chapters on dating and marriage, another on 
getting the most out of school. It is to be hoped that 
teenagers will read the book slowly, digesting it a chap- 
ter at a time, since the book moves a little slowly at 
midpoint. Religion as a force in molding one’s life is 
not included. Included too often for this reader’s com- 
fort were quotation marks for words and phrases pres 
ently accepted in ordinary speech. Otherwise, this is 
an eminently sound book which should be very helpful 
to young people.

Favorite Poems Old and New 
Illustrated by Leonard Weisgard. Doubleday. Nov. 7, 
1957. 598p. $4.75. 
In an attractive, fat volume over 700 poems are ar 
ranged in 18 sections designed to match the young 
reader’s interest. For the most part, the poems are the 
old traditional, familiar ones. A few are excerpts only. 
An interesting section consists of translations from 
other lands. Poets represented range from unknown 
Biblical singers to Dylan Thomas. The major portion 
of the book would appeal most to the middle grades, 
though the ballads and a few others will reach into 
junior high and beyond. A delightful preliminary sec- 
tion, “Poetry at our house,” suggests the riches which 
come from family sharing of poetry. Separate indexes 
for first lines, titles, and authors increase the useful- 
ness of the volume as a reference tool. For private 
ownership, it is a book to be treasured; for library pur- 
poses, a most complete anthology of the verse likely 
to be asked for .

With dramatic, colorful charts and diagrams, and brief 
text, the author and illustrator describe the layers of

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sir above the earth and how they circulate, how the 
interaction of sun and water makes clouds and winds, 
and how hurricanes, tornadoes and thunderstorms form 
and perform. The Beaufort wind scale is reproduced. 
Other charts identify and show the directions of wind 
belts, portray meteorological instruments, three air-mass 
source regions. A double-spread shows how to read 
a weather map. Indexed, with bibliography. Not so 
informative as Tannehill’s All About the Weather, this 
probably contains as much information as the junior 
high reader wants to have. Moreover, its brightly 
colored pages may invite inspection from even the dis- 
interested young person. It makes most satisfactory 
supplementary material for general science classes.

tkHogben, Lancelot 
The Wonderful World of Energy 


Illustrations by five artists. Garden City Books. Oct. 17, 
1957. 1212 x 91/2 inches. 69p. $2.95. 

Similar in plan and format to the author’s handsome 
picture-text, The Wonderful World of Mathematics, 
this volume reviews the subject of mechanical power 
as found in the human muscle (and later combined 
with sledge and slope, lever, captstan and gear), in 
gravity, harnessed heat or steam, electricity, and the 
atom. Striking, brightly colored illustrations and graphs 
simulate the imagination at the same time that they 
extend the author’s text. Librarians will wish to hand- 
correct an unfortunate typographical error, page 46: 
“Bodies with like charges attract each other; those with 
unlike charges repel each other.” The book does not 
cover as much territory as Barrows’ Your World in 
Motion, 1956, but it complements it very satisfactorily. 
It will serve not only as an interest-awakener but also 
make the classroom study of physics less wearisome.

kKjelgaard, James Arthur 

Wolf Brother; by Jim Kjelgaard 
Holiday House. Sept. 16,1957. 189p. $2.75. 
The author tells us in his Preface that he wrote this 
book to give the Apache Indians’ side of “the Winning 
of the West.” He made it a moving, believable and 
sympathetic story of a 16-year-old Apache, returning 
in 1884 to his Arizona reservation from the Jesuit 
school where he had spent six years. On leaving 
school he had been pressed by Father Harvey to teach 
his people and lead them out of their wilderness, but 
how that might be done he could not see. Almost as 
soon as he landed at the reservation, circumstances 
initiated by a brutal army sergeant sent him into hiding, 
where he joined the forces of the outlaw, Cross Face, 
the most hunted, feared and lied about Apache of the 
tribe. The account of this little band’s feuding with 
the superior numbers of the well-armed, well-fed U.S. 
Army is vividly told. Without hope for the outcome, 
Cross Face in his turn exacted a promise from the boy 
to lead his people, surrendered with his band, was sent 
to Florida and on the way gave his life that Wolf 
Brother might escape. How Wolf Brother found his 
way back to Arizona and how he discovered what he 
could teach his people is quite plausible, suspenseful 
and effective. 
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Laxalt, Robert Sweet Promised Land 
Harper. Sept. 1957. 176p. $3.00. 


Within the framework of a narrative describing his 

father’s return to his native Pyrenees after 47 years in 

America, the author smoothly and naturally inter- 

weaves the story of the former’s life. This is not the 

flashback technique, but an uncovering through recall 

on the part of the father with his son and his sisters 

in France as they ask about his life in America. Father 

is a Basque shepherd in Nevada who, like his country- 

men, left his native mountains to make enough money 

here to maintain the family property—and year after year 

put off returning as the banks took over his huge sheep 

ranch, as the unexpressed worry about travel arrange- 

ments loomed larger in his mind, as the break with the 

past seemed sharper and final. Cajoled into it finally 

by his lawyer-, teacher-, journalist-sons, and accom- 

panied by the author “first to see that he got there, and, 

last, to make sure he came back,” the trip was made. 

The family’s worries were baseless; after the rounds of 

family visits were made, the old man announced, 

“What I mean is that I think it’s about time we went 

home.” The book jacket does not overstate the case 
when it calls the book luminous. It is told with tender- 
ness and understanding and a poignancy which never 
slips into the sentimental. His family’s affection for a 
self-willed man who was an infrequent visitor in their 
home, their handling of him, his own character at once 
simple, trusting and fiercely proud (there’s a telling 
vignette of him facing down a mountain lion, and 
another of his taking out his carbine when he thought 
he had been slandered, as well as the implication that 
he avenged the murder of his fellow Basque), all com- 
bine to make the picture of the man. Though the 
mother comes into the account only incidentally, the 
author takes time to pay tribute to the woman who, 
after the crash, brought up six children single-handed, 
worked in her boarding house from four in the morning 
until midnight, and on the “forty mornings of Lent 
(was) up when the sky was still dark and the snow 
was piled high on the ground, trudging a narrow path 
to the church, with her brood strung out behind her, 
little dark patches moving slowly through the white 
snow, huddled deep in their coats, shivering, and with 
eyes still stuck with sleep.” Though those children 
come into the story infrequently, we discover another 
reason why they turned out well: they were second- 
generation Americans who had “to fight a little harder 
and do something better with their lives . . . we had 
not felt equal to those around us, and had had to do a 
little more than they in everything we did.” 

A piece of genuine Americana about “the men of 
bronze and leather’ few of us hear about, this is address- 
ed to adults. It has only one feature which may make 
librarians hesitate about adding it to their shelves for 
young people. On three occasions the old man utters 
a distasteful expletive using Christ’s name.

*Lewellen, John 
Understanding Electronics; From Vacuum 
Tube to Thinking Machine 
oo by Ida Scheib. Crowell. Oct. 15, 1957. 213p. 
Though indicated as intended for ages 12-16, it is likely 
that this book will be more intelligible to the high 
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school student with at least a small foundation in phy- 
sics, whether this accompanies or precedes its reading. 
The author has approached his subject carefully, and 
simplified it probably as much as the nature of the 
topic permits. But it is still a big and difficult field to 
cover. Beginning with a discussion ofelectricity, he 
goes on to describe electric and magnetic fields, the free 
electron theory, energy bands, the nature and work of 
vacuum tubes, electronic components, electromagnetic 
waves, and photoconductors and transistors. Final 
chapter is a fascinating account of the electronic brain. 
Cleancut line drawings and diagrams aid materially in 
clarifying the text. Reference to familiar household 
objects ,and an occasional humorous aside, relieve the 
concentration also. For the young reader who wants 
to know enough about the subject to understand the 
world about him, this is excellent fare.

Listaite, Sister Mary Gratia, and 
Hildebrand, Norbert A. 

A New Look at Christmas Decorations 
Nov. 21, 1957. 814 x 11% inches. 149p. _illus., 
$4.95. 
Appropriately seasonal is this collection of ideas in 
Christmas tree decorations, which grew out of the col- 
laboration of a former public relations director at the 
Chicago Museum of Science and Industry with an art 
teacher at Maria High School. For 26 countries, tradi- 
tional decorations are described, illustrated in color, 
and patterned for their making. Adding to the gaiety 
of the colored plates is a pretty girl dressed in national 
costume.

Helpful, too, are the bibliog- 
raphy, glossary of materials, and list of usable waste 
materials.
